Further, the Applicant assumption that the limitation was not 
addressed is incorrect. The limitation, a report to another human being may or may not be carried out. As the actions of the advise may 
not be performed, the subject matter of that report has no patentable weight and therefore is called nonfunctional descriptive information. 
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
